Peipinjr —H>— The 
capture of 


Taiyuanfu, capital of Shansi pro- 
vince in North China, was reported 
today in a Japanese army commun- 
ique. The city has been under siege 
for several days by Japanese cav- 
alry and mechanized forces which 
surrounded it after rapid conquest 
of adjacent plains country. 


Shan;hai—<1>— Shanghai fell into 


Japanese hands today with the re- 
treat of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek's Chinese warriors who had 
held out 88 days against combined 
Japanese army, navy and air forces. 


The city was asleep and unaware 


of its fate when, shortly after mid- 
night, Chinese forces began an or- 
derly, quiet retreat toward their 
"winter line" protecting Nanking, 
the nation's capital. 


Japanese, apparently, did 
not 


learn of the retreat until 8 o'clock 
a. m. (6 o'clock p. m. central stan- 
dard time. Monday.) 


The withdrawal enabled Japan 


to place a ring of steel around Chi- 
na's greatest port, cutting off the 
metropolis from the rest of the na- 
tion and bottling up three million 
Chinese residents, one million re- 
fugees and many 
thousands 
of 


Americans and other foreigners. 


Railroads and highways in all di- 


rections were cut or blocked by 
Japanese, leaving only a few for- 
eign and Japanese vessels as the 
sole connection with the outside 
world. 


Foreigners Relieved 


American and foreign communi- 


ties breathed more easily, as if a 
long siege suddenly had been lifted. 
The plight of Chinese inhabitants 
and war refugees, was considered 
tragic, however, as they have no 
means of escape and must reconcile 
themselves to a long period of iso- 
lation surrounded by 
Japanese 


troops. 


While the loss of Shanghai 
un- 


doubtedly will affect China's mor- 
ale, at least temporarily. General- 
issimo Chiang declared today that 
Shanghai operations were purely 
local and did not form a vital part 
of the nation's chief defenses, which 
he said were about the Yellow river 
region. 


The warfare, the Generalissimo 


said, will be transferred at present 
to the great delta lands of the lake 
region west of Shanghai where Chi- 
na has several so-called Hinden- 
burg lines. These lines reach as far 
back as Changshu, Kashing and 
Soochow, some 50 miles to the west. 


War Won't End 


"We will fight with the same vig- 


or and determination in the future 
as we did at Shanghai." the gen- 
eralissimo said confidently.

cy from both bolshevik and nazi and in just about 
the same words, and the remedy is the same in both 
countries. It is a sad state of affairs, to be sure, and 
Americans can easily understand the annoyance of 
both, but American sympathy will be meager in view 
of the fact that bolshevik and nazi not only conspire 
against each other but also have energy to spare for 
conspiracies against this country's form of govern- 
ment. The bolos foment riot in labor troubles ashore 
and hell afloat in the merchant marine in a directed 
effort to cripple and discredit the United States at 
sea. And the nazis conspire through their mock- 
American bunds to protect us from communism, 
though the disease and the cure are one and the same 
in the practical effect on the victim. 


It is interesting, though not at all strange, to hear a bolo sound off 


against conspirators against anyone's form of government, considering 
the conduct of tne communists among us who get their inspiration from 
Moscow. It is interesting for the supreme gall of the bolshevist mentally 
which wss the model adopted first 
by the Italians and then by the 


Pegler 


Germans as a defense against com- 
munism. Now that they are alike, 
the bolos on one side and the nazis 
and fascists on the other, the Rus- 
tians are embarrassed to find that 
their idea didn't work and the other 
two are equally humiliated to dis- 
cover that in their fury to put down 
the Russian type of terror they 
forget themselves and rolled in the 
same gutter with the enemy, where 
all are now at home. The Soviets, 
in the words of the angriest com- 
munist of them all. Leon Trotsky, 
whose judgment should count for 
much, have failed to preserve their 
communism 
and 
have 
become 


merely a nationalistic regime of 
terror. Not that he. of all people, 
should object to a few thousand 
executions more or less, for ex- 
comrade Tiotsky was no gieen 
hand at throwing dissenters into 
cisterns and dropping rocks on 
them when he was boss. However i 


he does seriously complain of the 
formal abandonment of the export 
trade in communism which has left 
the world revolution in the United 
States in the hands of independent 
operators, who deal in a spurious 
article the same as nazism.

Borrowed from the Other 


But while communism in Rus- 


sia has turned toward i'ascism as 
Trotsky says and as Andre Gide 
and other disillusioned 
commu- 


nists sadly admit, the two big fas- 
cist countries have irresistibly been 
forced to make concessions also. 
Each system has borrowed from 
the other to make both practically 
alike, and the present basis for 
their hatred is not a difference of 
government, but chagrin. 


"The smallest protest, the least 


criticism." says Andre Gide in his ' 
mournful book on the U. S. S. R.. ! 
is liable to be the severest penal- | 
ties 
and in fact is immediately i 


stifled. And I doubt whether any 
othet country in the world, even 
Hitler's Germany 
thought to be 


less free, more bowed down, more 
fearful, terrorized, more vassaled." 


And he says. too. that the spirit 


which today is held to be counter- 
revolutionary is that same revo- 
lutionary spirit which 20 years 
ago. on the day 
that 
comrade 


Troyanovsky 
celebrated in New 


York, broke down the rule of the 
Czars. So Russia would appear to 
have joined Nazi Germany in put- 
ting down true marxism, and that 
being so, it is downright pathetic 
that they can't have a meeting of 
the minds to see that they are not 
enemies but brothers in the s»ame 
lodge, thqugh using slightly dif- 
ferent high-signs, and for the love 
of Mike quit their incessant bel- 
lowing and give the rest of the 
world an hour's peace. 


Yet they continue to needle the 


unoffending U. S. A. with their 
poison while both complain against 
needling from each other with a 
virus that is at home in both car 
casses.

Very few 
of those who advocated the holding 
of a convention really felt it was 
the principal problem. They recog- 
nized that selection 
of delegates 


would involve much discussion and 
perhaps controversey, but that first 
and foremost was the development 
of party policy. 


There are two schools of thought 


on this point, too. Some would set 
forth some general principles. Oth- 
ers would go further and actually 
attempt to formulate a 
program 


which the Republican party would 
pledge itself to carry out if success- 
ful at the polls. 


Detailed Formula 


Obviously, a detailed formula too 


far in advance 
of the

fort would be made to improve the 
Jot of the low income groups and 
what form in a general way the 
effort would take, whether tariffs

ment bureaus would be reorgan- 
ized to promote 
efficiency 
or let 


alone to drift 
along in slip-shod 


fashion as they have for genera- 
tions. 


The Republican 
party's 
policy 


committee has a great opportunity. 
Jt can make a real beginning to- 
ward a constructive program or it 
can satisfy itself with a lot of gen- 
eralities. What ought to be done is 
to appoint a number of subcommit- 
tees of the national policy commit- 
tee and each subcommittee should 
hold a conference on its own topic, 
calling to its aid the best qualified 
men and women in the country ir- 
respective of party. Then compre- 
hensive reports should 
be made 


by the subcommittees 
and made 


public so that comment could be 
made by the rank and file of the 
voters. After the subcommittee re- 
ports were debated by the public, 


f another series of reports could be 


formulated, based on the suc^cs- 
tions offered.

There the American Labor party 
entered the political ring for the 
first time a year ago to vote for 
President Roosevelt and Governor 
Herbert H. Lehman, the Democratic 
candidates. The labor party surpris- 
ed everybody by polling well over 
200.000 votes.

A union of shoemakers in Massachu- 


setts claimed attention on the front page 
the other day because its bargaining com- 
mittee recommended that it forego a wage 
increase secured three months ago.

of union members would be served by this 
action due to business prospects in that 
particular trade. 


The ride up the hill in wages, and 


down again, is one of the most difficult 
things to handle or control. The old cus- 
tom of cutting wages as soon as signs of 
a storm were on the horizon has been 
pretty well abandoned but should not be 
succeeded by becoming habituated to the 
idea that wage scales should be clung to 
even when they damage those who think 
they are profiting by them.

10 per cent reductions. 
Clothing work- 


ers, reputedly led by capable and far-

It would be a wonderful thing for 


each craft if a scale or rule of thumb 
could be figured out and agreed upon to 
automatically control wage scales. This 
could not in any sense 'be perfect be- 
cause some wage scales do not depend 
upon prices but upon the quantity of busi- 
ness, as witness quotations on steel. Yet 
the copper mining companies in the prin- 
cipal fields of Montana and Arizona pay 
a rate of wages that goes up and down 
as the price of copper advances or re- 
cedes to the evident satisfaction and con- 
tentment of all concerned.

WHERE PROTECTION FAILS 


With the deaths attributed to a compound of 


•nilfanilnmide past the 50 mark, the American 
Medical association criticizes the existing fed- 
eral food and drug lay as "woefully inefficient" 


It is unlikely that any of the several revis- 


ions of this legislation urged Sn recent years, 
would have prevented the sulfanilamide disas- 
ter. In this case a useful and proved medicine 
became an agent of death only after it had been 
combined with another compound, and then 
only after chemical changes had taken place in 
the new combination. Here is a circumstance 
which would in all probability have defied the 
best possible legislative foresight. As the medi- 
cal experts point out. the incident of the 700 
bottles of death is without precedent in recent 
American medical history. 


But it has occurred. The usually conservative 


Medical association is right in demanding that 
this experience calls for a vigorous effort to de- 
termine all its causes, and to set up. through 
legislation, new protections against this new 
danger.

Rain water or distilled water, cn- 


ous.li to fill a pint bottle. 


Pleat the tragacanth, glycerin and 


water together until a clear fluid 
obtained. Cool snd add the other in- 
gredients and agitate into an emul- 
sion. 


The "Dew of Sahara" may be ap- 


plied, a few drops here and there 
as needed, once or twice a day, to 
any part of the skin by gently rub- 
bing with the palm.

In ad- 
dition, our farm woods has furnish- 
ed lumber, posts, and fuel for the 
farm."

farming is different now from the 
old days when woods work was 
just chopping down trees and cut- 
ting them up just as you came to 
them, one after the other.

Bristol, England — I have been 


here for a week attending the great 
annual meeting of certain of the 
"Free Churches," of England and' 
"Wales, 
Frankly, 
the protestant 


churches over here are in a s.lump 
even greater than they are in the 
United States and Canada. They are 
losing the youns people: church at- 
tendance is 
constantly declining: 


and Rifts to missions are rapidly 
falling off. This sad condition, how- 
over. :? rr.;^.r.c a fo\v of the diuieh 
leaders to wake up and try to as- 
certain what is causing the trouble 
and what can be done about it. 


At the:>e meetings, these more 


progressive leaders 
urged 
four 


things which mean taking religion 
••-eriously instead of playing at it: 


1. Return 
to religious 
in- 


struction in the homes 


2. A re-emphasis on conver- 


sion or "bein? born again'' 


3. Keeping our churches open 


all the week -with many more, 
but much shorter, services 


4. Helping people economical- 


ly through the co-operative and 
' 


other •wicial movements. 
Of all the different church de- 


nominations in Great Britain. I be- 
lieve that the Baptists are making 
the most progress: the Methodist 
come second; with the Catholic 
third in growth. The Church of 
England is undergoing a •'renais- 
sance": but it has a long way to go 
•when one considers its prestige anc 
property. 
Surely, neither wealtl 


nor great cathedrals alone can make 
an effective church. 


English people are coming to be- 


lieve that the hope of the world 
lies not through bankers' or manu- 
facturers' associations, nor through 
labor or other unions, nor through 
boards or trade, nor even through 
schools and colleges. These people 
are gradually 
realizing that the 


churches hold the key to real pros- 
perity. In bringing this about, I 
forecast that the denominations ol 
Great Britain will adopt the fol- 
lowing innovations: 


Make it easier and less expensive 


to have and raise children. Provide 
medical attendance for child birth 
at a reasonable price to young 
persons fitted to be the -parents of 
good citizens. Keep the churches 
open all the week as a children's 
clinio and day nursery. 
Surely, 


children are the foundation of the 
church. 


Reinstate family prayers, Sunday 


observance, respect for elders, tem- 
perance, better social conditions, 
and other principles which made 
religion in the past a great power 
in our communities. Kb church nor 
school can take the place of homo 
training. 


Encourage and protect the eco- 


nomic 
independence 
of 
church 


members. Congregations will unite 
f o insure proper working conditions, 
fair treatment; and true freedom for 
their members. Make all personal 
Sifts through the Church. I forecast 
that as years go on, church mem- 
bers of Great Britain will cease to 
belong to other associations, clubs, 
eta, but will depend wholly for 
1heir security on their church co- 
operative movements. 


Members will keep out of debt 


except for the purpose of buying a 
home on a safe long-term co-opera- 
iive method. 
Members will be 


known for their self-control, in- 
dustry, thrift, and good habits. Min- 
isters will endeavor to make their 
congregations the 
healthiest and 


most efficient people of the com- 
munity.

in England. 


The churches of Great Britain wii 


once more preach the power of faith 
and prayer. There will be manj 
more, but shorter, church services 
Ministers will encourage the gath 
ering of small groups at differen 
times and for different purposes. 


What will these churches preach9 


First of all, they are frankly rec 
ogmzing that real religion has—ex- 
cept by a few individuals—never 
yet been tried; 
that to apply i 


means a social revolution wherein 
all of us, whether nations or in 
dividuals, who have must 
volun- 


tarily give up; that God is love and 
only as the spirit of love becomes 
a controlling factor can this old 
world be saved. 


The churches of Great Britain and 


America make up the one organ- 
ization which can bring about rcai 
and 
lasting properity. 
If 
the 


churches are weak today, it is be- 
cause they have become entangled 
with worldly affairs; it is because 
they have 
temporarily 
forgotten 


their real task and goal. Neverthe- 
less, we all should support 
the 


churches with attendance and fi- 
nancial strength. 


The principles 
taught by the 


church once made the church pco 
pie the leaders of their community 
and the nation. Only as the church- 
es have forgotten the importance 
of larger families, greater care in 
the training of children, more fam- 
ily prayers, better Sunday obser- 
vance, respect for elders, economic 
independence, and spiritual power, 
has the influence 
of the church 


waned. Many of the political, so- 
cial, and international difficulties 
of today are due to the Church fail- 
ng at its job. 


Great Britain is permitting its 


churches to retreat no further. Once 
main they are to march forward. 
The threats against civilization by 
Mussolini, Hitler. Japan, and others 
are awakening the churches to ac- 
ion. May the United States and 
Canada join in this movement for 
•ighteousness. This will be my mcs- 
age upon my return to America. 
Our churches cannot indefinitely sit 
upon the fence! We must courage- 


ously take a stand on fundamental 
questions. 


Finally, let me say that when we j 


really try to follow Jesus, we will 
seek to have olhets follow Jersus 
too. as did our ancestors. We will 
learn' that our ability to lead a hap- 
py life will depend upon the ability 
of others to lead it also. This is 
why our ancestors organized home 
and foreign missionary work and 
local icvival Cervices in their own 
communities. 
We. like they, will 


then learn that we can save our 
own children only as we save our 
neighbors' children. We will then 
be as anxious to stamp out sin as 
we are now to stamp out our in- 
fectious diseases.

Buckingham palace is the London 
lomc of the royal family. It is in a 
ausy section, but behind it is a 
arge, walled-in space containing 
trees, shrubs and flowers. In that 
garden space, the king and queen, 
and the little princesses, can walk 
about in peace. In front of the pal- 
ace stand the "king's guards," who 
are famed in song and story. Their 
large, thick hats or "busbies" are 
about 18 inches high. "Changing the 
guard" is an event which hundreds 
of people come to watch each day.

This 
pays dividends in a cleaner, more 
satisfying impact with the ball. 


In turn this adds confidence to 


the player's game so that instead o£ 
concentrating on the mechanical 
side of putting, the player can turn 
his attention to gauging the speed 
and slope of the green. Thcvc fac- 
tors are seldom the same on any 
two putting surfaces yet it is neces"- 
sary to size up the conditions im- 
mediately. A natural instinct for 
ascertaining the power to impart to 
each stroke may help but a good 
deal of experience must be added to 
this 
before one can be called a 


skilled putter. 


Keeping the hands in back of the 


ball so that the putter shaft is slant- 
ed forward to it. forces the putter 
head to the outside on the back- 
stroke unless there is enough body 
motion to counteract this tendency. 
This destroys the accuracy of the 
clubhead's path. By reason of its 
original position back of the ball 
the left hand may not move forward 
with the stroke causing the club to 
rise abruptly and topping the ball.
